This li a ques-

tion wblcli neither the police ot tho Eldrldgo
Direct Station nor the offlclals ot tho Coro-

ners' office, who for the past twenty-tou- r

hours hare been Investigating the inrstorleus
death ot John Carson, are able to answer

hen Carson's body wai discovered, early
jestuday morning, stretched out upon the
sidewalk In front or the stable at 41 Christie
street, )lng In a pool or blood, the throat
gashed from car to ear, the police at once
came to the conclusion that the man had
been foully murdered.

'1 his theory was strengthened by the fact
that the tlctlm was well dressed, and ot re-

spectable appearance, while the neighbor-
hood In which the body was found was a
lonely one, known to bo Infested at night by
persons ot a lawless and desperate character.

hen It was learned, however, that the
dead man was u penniless outcast, who had
been turned away lntoxlcatid only a few
hours before from a cheap Bowery lodging-uutis-

thut he was at one time a brilliant
and promising joung Baltimore law) er, who
bad been brought by drink and misfortune to
a condition but little better than that of a
common tramp, the theory ot bulclde was
uchanced.

'1 his was rendered more plausible n hen tho
letters which were found In tho dead man's
pockets from Us friends and relatles In Bal-

timore aud Paterson were read, and some ot
his recent associates were hunted up, who
told the police how Carson had lived in the
lodging-hous-e under the name of Chester,

he said that IX he was ever found dead
ho did not want his family to know ot it.

But the police say lr that was his purpose
why should he ha e carried with him so many
letters and papers, which, In such an event
as ho seemed to anticipate, would Instantly
reveal his Identity.

No weapon could be found with which the
act had been committed, although a long and
careful search was made for It soon after the
discovery of the body.

1 he character ot tho wound was such that
Carton must have died almost Itntnedlatolj
alter he was cut. lhu cleanness ot the gash
thowed that the Instrument must hae had
un edge as keen as that ot a razor, and ali;of
Carson's acquaintances say they neiei knew
him to carry a razor or u knife. He had not
been shaved for several days.

These racts being brought to light, the
murder theorj wasreMved, and jot the ab-s- c

nee or any motl e on the part ot an assassin
who could be guilty ot such ghastly work was
another stumbling block In tho way of clear-
ing up the mystery which surrounds tho
i use.
